Ottawa.—That the country through: | 
which the new Hudson Bay railway | 
will run possesses agricultural and 
mineral possibilities that need only 
railway facilities to open them up 
was the substance of an interview 
given by Prof. R. W. Brock, director 
of the geological survey, who has just 
returned from a trip on which he ac- 
companied Earl Grey through the 
north country. 

“While I had not time to make a 
thorough examination of any kind,’ 
suid Prof. Brock, “1 noticed one prom- 
ising looking belt on the Echimamish 
river, up which we went. It was 
about 130 miles long. There has of 
course been no prospecting in this dis- 
trict owing to the difficulties in trans- 
portation. The railway, however, will 
supply a splendid base for this work, 
and several of the inlets afford great 
opportunities for it. 

As regards agriculture, the country, 
of course, does not offer such advan- 
tages as does the prairie, still there 
is a lot of land that could be used 
for farming north of Lake Winnipeg 
particularly, It would, however, need 
experimental work to decide this ques- 
tion fully. 

“There is any amount of water 
power available all through the coun- 
try that is capable of development, the 
Nelson river itself being one of the 
biggest in the world in this respect.’ 

“What do you think of the proposed 
route of the Hudson Bay railway? Is 
the country a hard one for railroad-| 
ing?” was asked. 

“Our route,” said Prof. Brock, “lay 
somewhat south of the location of the | 
road, but I do not think the district} 
offers many difficulties for railway 
work. There are muskegs, of course, | 
but these are to be found in northern | 
Ontario where the Temiskaming &| 
Northern Ontario operates, and on the 
Transcontinental, too.” 

Prof. Brock is the only member of | 
Enrl Grey's party so far returned to)

INTERNATIONAL TRADE RELA. 
TIONS WITH U, &. 


President Taft is Anxious to Have 
Negotiations for a Reciprocity 
Treaty Opened at Once—Has Se- 
cured Consent of Ambassador Bryce 
for Direct Communication Between 
United States and the Dominion. 


Beverly, Muss.—Formal steps look- 
ing to the opening of negotiations for 
a reciprocity treaty with Canada have 
| been taken by President Taft, who hag 
| secured the consent of the British am- 
bassador, Rt. Hon. J. Bryce, for 
direct communications between the 
United States and the Dominion gov- 
ernment, 
| The announcement of this fact was 
made following the publication of the 
| president's intention to open negotia- 
tions early in October, It is the presi- 
dent's hope now that the latter part of 
‘October will find the negotiations in 
full swing. 

Important developments may grow 
out of the affair, having a direct bear- 
ing upon the general tariff of the 
United States, particularly if the 
treaty finally negotiated should grant 
to Canadian exports to the United 
States a lower rate of duty than is 
provided for in the Payne-Aldrich law. 

This is one of the problems the 
| president will be called upon to deal 
with. Should a reciprocity treaty fin- 
ally be agreed upon to make these 
}concessions to Canada, the effect of 
its ratification by the senate would 
|seemingly be to repeal the Payne- 
Aldrich law insofar as it affects Can- 
{ ada, 
| The president’s view of this is that 
a treaty is the law of the land, and as 
treaty-making power may cover all 
|subjects, there is no reason why it 
may not include the tariff.

AUSTRALIA LOSES JAMES TAIT 


Has Resigned Chairmanship of the 
Victorian Railway 
Commission 
Melbourne, <Australia—The retire. 
ment of Thomas James Tait, the chair- 
man of the Victorian railway commis- 
sion, has taken place under remark- 
able circumstances. Mr. Tait came 
here seven years ago from Canada. He 
had been the manager of transporta- 
tion for the Canadian Pacific, and 


took over a similar position in this) 


state. He started in to make many 
reforms in the administration, and as 


a result the system was put on a pay-! 


ing basis for the first time. Under 


his management the surplus last year, 
reached the million dollar mark. Dur. 
ing the present year Mr. Tait’s food 
fortune did not continue. Accidents 


were numerous on the line, lives were 
lost, and much property Demrorecs 
Unrest in the ranks of the workers 
displayed itself, and in addition the 
Labor party to the state launched 
venemous attacks against Mr. Tait’s 
management. One section of the pre:s 
aided@he agitation by making grossly 
unfair charges, and matters came to a 
head recently when, before adjourn- 
ment, the house of assembly made an 
opportunity for a discussion re hold- 
ing an official inquiry into the cause 
of numerous accidents on the system, 
The premier, before the debate had 
proceeded far, rose and announced 
that Mr. Tait, for family reasons, hud 
decided to relinquish his post under 
the government. The engagement 
would have, in any event, terminated 
shortly, but Mr. Tait was anxious to 
be released at the beginning of De- 
cember. 


The leader of the government and | 
his supporters eulogized the work of} 


Mr. Tait in the state and referred to 
him as a first-class railway manager. 
It is understood he will return to Cati- 
ada, and the press credits Sir Thos. 
Shaughnessy with the statement of 
“Tait should never have left us; there 
is _a chair waiting for him.” 

Mr. Tait is expected to return to 
Canada about Christmeg. 

He was born in Melbourne, Que., 
on July 24, 1864, and is the son of Sir 
Melbourne Tait, chief justice of the 
superior court for the province of 
Quebec.

Calgary.—Denying that they were 
ever dissatisfied with conditions in Al- 
berta or Canada, or that they ever 
said they were, and characterizing a, 
report printed in one of the Seattle 
papers during the ‘‘Why go to Can- 
ada” campaign of the American press 
saying that they were dissatisfied, as 
absolutely untrue in every particular, 
Messrs. Paul Denhart, Giese and 
Berger, of Brooks, were in the city 
‘recently and expressed great dissatis- 
faction with the report, and asking 
that as much publicity as possible be 
given to their denial, 

“T am sorry that these reports have 
j been circulated in Seattle,” said Mr. 
/Denhart. ‘As far as I am personally 
concerned, the statement that I am 
dissatisfied with Alberta is absolutely 
untrue, I have never authorized any-| 
one to quote me in such a manner, 
jand I am more than satisfied with my 
present conditions. My flax, even af- 


ter all this dry weather, is fine, and; 


|my oats are in splendid condition. In 
jfact, I intend to do some more plow- 
ng as soon as I am able, and to put 
in much larger crops.” 

Mr. Giese also expressed much dis.’ 
stisfaction with the false state-|

its crops. I huve gone over Alberta 
thoroughly and have seen wheat that 
would thresh for from twenty to 
forty-five bushels per acre.”

At present when suspicion of fraud 
arises, it is practically impossible to 
get at the facts of the case, as _ wit- 
nesses would have to be brought from 
China at great expense.

SCOTLAND YARD, 
Its Council of Sleuths Is a Thing 


Dreaded by Evil-Doers. 


In the great, rather grim, red-brick 
building which, like a medieval fort- 
teas, dominates the Thames, within 
a stone's throw of the Houses of Par- 
liament, there is a large, barely-fur- 
nished room, which holds more 
secrets than any other in London, 
with the possible exception of _ the 
the room of Cabinet mysteries. It is 
the nerve centre of England’s great 
and complex detective system, which 
controls the currents radiating all the 
world over for the discovery of crime; 
and it is in this secret chamber that 
the mysterious Council of Seven hold 
their meetings to unravel the tangled 
skeins of tragedy. 

If walls could speak, the walls of 
this room could unfold stories of ro- 
mance, tragedy, and mystery such as 
would drive the writers of fiction to 
despair; for there is no form of crime 
which has not been dissected and 
laid bare there in all its complex and 
naked hideousness. But walls are 
dumb; and so are the members of 
this secret Council, who recognize 
that silence is one of their most pow- 
erful weapons. 

This Council has not lohg been in 
existence; in fact, it is practically un- 
known to the outside world. It is 
only a short time since it occurred 
to the authorities of New Scotland 
Yard that, in place of casual confer- 
ences between detectives engaged in 
the solution of some problem of 
crime, it would be well to appoint a 
body of their cleverest detectives— 
men of acute and astute brains, with 
long experience of crime and crimin- 
als—to combine their efforts in solv- 
ing the principal mysteries; and, as 
might be expected, the plan has 
worked admirably. 

The greatest care has naturally 
been taken in choosing men for this 
responsible work. It was important 
that the Council should, as far as 
possible, cover the whole range of 
crime The detective who has special- 
ized in murder or burglary may know 
little of, say, coiners and begginy- 
letter imposters; and thus the lead- 
ing expert in each of the principal 
branches of crime was chosen—men 
who know practically all that is to be 
known about their own branch and 
its professors, and whose names ‘even 
are a terror to evil-doers the whole 
world over. 

But let us see how this Council 
works. Suppose that a mysterious 
murder has taken place in London 
Within a few minutes after it has 
been reported to the nearest police 
station the detective-inspector and 
his assistants are on the spot making 
investigations. Meanwhile the newe 
has been flashed to New Scotland 
Yard; and almost before the local 
men have well commenced their in- 

uiries a member of the Council— 
the man whose special province it is 
—appears on the scene and takes 
chaige of the operations. 

If the problem is a fairly simple 
one, as it often is, and the murderer 
is speedily run to earth, the services 


of the Cou ry iy not re. 
quired. But if there is no sufficient 
clue to the assassin, or he has made 
his escape good. the Council is at 
once summoned, and takes the cuse 
in hand, 

All the available evidence is placed 
before it and thoroughly sifted, de- 
ductions are made, a plan of cam- 
paign is drawn up, and the whole of 
the complicated and _ far-reaching 
machinery of Scotland Yard is set to 
work under the collective guidance of 
the cleverest detective brains in Eng- 
land. How energetically and thor- 
oughly the Council does its work has 
been shown in the recent Crippen 
case, in which a closely-meshed net 
was in a few days thrown round the 
world for the capture of the criminal

Fearful and Wonderful Attire and a| Ambassadors and Their Servants Are 


Trying Ceremony.

Bratifying to the spirit, but it is bly 
uncomfortable to the body. A descrip- 
tion of the ceremony which F. Harrt- 
son Smith had to go through when he 
received a royal honor from King 
John, predecessor of the late King 
Menelik, is told in “Through Abys- 
sinia” and sounds most uninviting. 
The author was an envoy from Queen 
Victoria: 

“In a very hot tent were arranged 
all the insignia about to be bestowed 
on me. Having taken off my uniform 
cont, I thruat my legs, already cloth: 
-ed in a pair of field buots and velvet 
cord riding breeches, into a pair of 
capacious pantaloons of French silk 
embroidered in gold and lined with 
red. A silk shirt, also embroidered 
and lined, was put on and confined at 
the waist with a silk sash. Then came 
the shuma and over this a fur cape of 
lion’s mane. By this time it was diffi- 
cult to move or breathe. 

“My discomfort was increased by 
having a silver gilt amulet fastened 
on my i forearm. On the left wax 
hung a rhinoceros hide shield covered 
with dark blue silk ornamented with 
silver gilt, while into my almost pow- 
erless hands were thrust two inconven- 
fently long spears. A gold ornament, 
the badge of the Order of Solomon, 
was hung on my neck, 

“T had to lead a gayly-trapped horse 
to the door of the king’s hut and bow 
to his eatane the king of Zion, Thia 
I accomplished to the admiration of 
the spectators. Transferring my horse 
to my groom and my shield and spear 
to my servant, I returned to shake 
hands with the king. 

“By this time I was in a profuse 
perspiration, which was not remark: 
able, as I had on two nearly complete 
suits of clothes, besides a fion's skin 
surtout. I omitted to mention my 
sword, which was rigidly strapped tu 
my waist on the right side and which 
made sitting down difficult. But I 
triumphed over all these difficulties. 

“When the ceremony was over I re- 
ceived many compliments. My inter- 
preter told me that all the spectators 
declared I was made to wear such a 
costume. They always say that. It 
produces dollars sometimes. 

“It was not easy to mount my horse | 
in such fearful and wonderful attire. 
But I managed it, and I rode off with 
a light heart and a‘splitting headache, 
and when I reached my abode I speed- 
ily divested myself of my splendor.”

The official headquar- 
ters of the representatives of foreign 
powers in Lendon are the territory | 
of the particular country or state 
which the embassy in question repre- 
sents. Thia being so, the laws passed 
by Parliament and the Wp bein 
operative only in the dominions o' 
the King, have no effect upon the 

rsons residing in the little foreign 
“countries.” | 

The reason why ambassadors and 

their servants have this advantage 
over the average Britisher is that 
during the reign of Queen Anne a 
statute was passed be the law makers 
owing to an imbroglio arising from 
the seizure of a Russian envoy’s ef- 
fects for debt. This law, which was 
passed for “the preserving of the 
privileges of Ambassadors and other 
public Ministers of foreign ‘Princes 
and States,” has it that any person 
“presuming to prosecute any writ or | 
process for the arrest or imprison: | 
ment of an Ambassador or his domes- | 
tics shall be deemed a violator of the 
law of nations.” 
«Though exemption from criminal 
courts is granted to foreign diplomnts 
and their servants, there is no writ- 
ten law declaring the fact. It is 
merely a privilege of international 
law Immunity from criminal juris- 
diction was not always granted to 
these persons, for it is on record that 
a secretary of the Portuguese Lega- 
tion, who was arrested for killing a 
man in the Royal Exchange, was 
tried by jury, found guilty, and sen- 
tenced to death. 

Although it is generally known | 
that the laws of Britain cannot af- | 
fect in. any way the King or any 
member of his family, most people 
are not aware that no civil action 
can possibly lie against the servants 
of His Majesty, including lords of 
the bedchamber and other officers of 
the household. The employes of the | 
King while being immune from ar. 
rest, cannot go free if they commit a 
crime, however. All misdeeds com- 
mitted withim the precincts of the | 
royal palaces and residences are tried 
hy special courts presided over by 
the Lord Steward, Treasurer, Comp- 
troller, and Master of the Household.

HE time is approaching when negotiations between Canada and the 
United States will be begun looking toward reciprocity. It will 
be a great day for Canada if the negotiations succeed. It may 

not be so great a day for Eastern Canada, which hopes to manufacture 

untold millions for the West, but thé Western man 
THE HOPE OF who expects to buy the goods, can see nothing but 
RECIPROCITY cheaper agricultural implements as a benefit of 

reciprocity, reduced tariff, free trade, or whatever 
it is that results from the negotiations. The duty on machinery runs from 
18 per cent. upward. For many classes of machinery it is as high as 33 
per cent. Take an engine outfit for which you have to pay $4,400, prac-- 
tically one-third of the amount is tariff, paid supposedly on behalf of the 
Eastern manufacturer to “protect” his business, By what law of God or 
man can such & hold-up of one end of the country for the benefit of the 
other be justified? Canada never was anything until the Western wheat 
fields began to bloom. Although of the same age as the United States, 
its total population was not equal to the one city of New York. But 
then the West was discovered and an era of growth and expansion began. 
Thousands by thousands the farmers flocked into the West and Canada 
came to be recognized as the greatest daughter of the Empire. Canada’s 
greatness is in the West. That West is and for yeats to come will be 
agricultural, Under the existing system, regardless of whether the manu- 
factured articles comes from Eastern Canada or the States, its price is 
increased by from 20 to 3§ per cent. on account of the tariff. When you 
come to figure the grand totals, this condition means that every year of the 
years to come Alberta will pay for the “protection” of Eastern manufac- 
turers, enough to build a mt packing plant, or within a few years, to own 
the elevators. Of course this is good Basins for Eastern Canada, but it 
is directly at the expense of the West, and the benefits resulting in the way 
of a home market and the like, will not be compensation enough. 

What Alberta wants today and for years to come, is cheap manufac- 
tured goods and more people. Reciprocity will bring them. Reduced tariff 
will bring them. Then we want reciprocity or reduced tariff. When we 
get the population you can depend upon it that we will get the factories, 
tariff or no tariff. And, tariff or no tariff, we will not get the factories 
until we do have the population. And all the people in all the mills in 
all Canada will never provide an adequate home market for the wheat that 
even Alberta can grow. 

The farmers want cheaper machines, and any political party that does 
not supply that want is going to find itself down and out. It is not a 
question of politics, but a question of business. The high tariff so far is 
merely an exemplification of the law of the survival of the strongest. The 
mavfulaetirers have been keener at manipulation, and the farmers, the 
consumer of the West, whether farmer or what, has not bothered. To date 
we have not been strong enough to bother, but the Premier felt our strength 
this summer, and from this year the fight will be for reduction.

He soon received an opportunity to 
out into practice his plans for the bet- 
terment of the poor, for he was given 
charge of the large church at Portsea, 
near Portsmouth, where he found 
plenty of work for a dozen curates as 
well as himself in social service.

TWICE A PIONEER, 


William McKelvy Has Broken Farms 
In Two Provinces.. 


To have helped to clear a bush 
farm in Ontario and then to be a nio- 
neer on the prairies of Manitoba is 
an experience few men can boast. 
To have passed through such an ex- 
perience and still be, at the age of 
over sixty, as hale and hearty as 
ever, straight as an arrow, smart as | 
a cricket, and as young in heart‘as a 
boy, adds interest to the storv of such 
a life when told by the actual person | 
who lived it. | 

Such a life is that of William Mc- | 
Kelvy, of Gladstone, who lives retir- | 
ed there after filling a most busy nart 
in the activities that built up that. 
pioeeet ous town und community. | 

erhaps the pioneer’s experience 
| gained by being born on a bush farm 
in the east helped him much in the 
work both as constitutional prepara- 
| tion and educational training. At any 
| rate the hardships complained of by 
| some who have pioneered the West | 
seem to have been rather a source of 
enjoyment to this sturdy Canadian. | 

“There were no hardships about 
it,” said Mr. McKelvy; “we moved 
in and put up such” homes as we | 
could and got the land broken up and 
then teamed out our grain as soon as | 
we had any. The railroad came after 
a while and then we began to make 
money. Now we have the finest coun. 
try on earth. Anyone who would | 
work could get along, and can yet for 
that matter.” 

80 the pioneer looks at it. There 
| is anothér side to the story, only 
| seen by the onlooker who gets the 
tale first-hand from one who has 
been through the life depicted. To 
be born on a bush farm in the Ot- | 
tawa Valley, spend the years of youth 
clearing the land, choppigg,. logging, 
and stumping, getting to school when 
work allowed, and learning to read 
by light of fire or candle with mother 
as teacher; then hewing square tim- 
ber on the Madawaska as first work 
for others, and river-driving on the 
Ottawa at its most romantic stage, 
will hardly appeal to the present 
generation as a desirable life in the 
years now usually full of enjoyment 

Following this Mr. McKelyy came 
to Winnipeg, when that city was only 
‘a hamlet, and homesteaded at Glad 
| stone. His first two crops were de- 
stroyed by the grasshopper invasions 
of those years. The first wheat he | 
raised he hauled to Portage la Prairie 
and sold to the Hudson Bay Co. for 
seventy-five cents per bushel. This | 
crop was five hundred bushels «and 
was hauled about fifty miles in a 
wagon, making ten trips, each with | 
a return load of necessities. On these 
trips he camped out by the wagon or 
| at such places as were then available | 
for stopping houses—many of them , 
worse than a camp outside. On such | 
trips women and children often ac- | 
companied the futher, and to hear 
Mr. Kelvy tell of those days you 
would think they were real camping 
| or hunting experiences. . « * 

The possibilities of such a life as js 
here. sketched .as the basis. for fiction 
| are almost unlimited; but this is a 
| plain talé of mere fact-and: the To’ 
mance dnd embellishment the readur’ 
must add to suit his own tuste. Not | 
much imagination, is needed to make: 
| up the tale. And when it is fully told .} 
itwill differ in detail ‘alone from 
many other stories of -the’ lives of 
| pioneers of the Great -West who hew. | 
| ed out the path of, prosperity for one 
of the most prosperous peoples. on 
the face of the earth—the farmers of | 
the Canadian prairies. 

For not alone in the annals of great 
men who lived in log cabins is the 
story of pioneerism most. eloquent;

“There are few things more remark- 
able in the history of commerce than 
the vitality and prosperity of this 
great trading and land-owning con- 
cern, Alone of the merchant adventur- 
ers of the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries, it survives and flourishes 
The Virginia Company, which is the 
starting point of English history in 
what are now the United States of 
America, is only a meniery, The Irish 
Society, formed to settle Ulster in Ja 
cobean days, is probably not even 
that. The East India Company, most 
magnificent and illustrious of com- 
mercial undertakings, was dissolved 
more than fifty years ago. 

“The Hudson Bay Co., of which the 
charter dates from 1670, remains se- 


still princely possessions, and this 
year distributes in dividends to a com- 
fortably compact body of shareholders 
the sum of $1,200,000—free of income 
tax; for the House of: Lords, in its 
judicial capacity,: has affirtnéd’ that 
the peculiar conditions under which 
the company holds and disposes of ita 
lands relieves it from the exactions of 
British Chancellors of the Exchequer.

Of course, the 
Government's navigation scheme will 
require that a big lock be constructed 
at Lacolle. This will be an expensive 
undertaking. However, Lacoile Rap- 
ids are alone in being so formidable 
that they cannot be governed except 
by locks; the other rapids which in 
terrupt along the Saskatchewan River, 
can controlled by building small 
dams, thus raising the water. The 
next obstruction after the rapids to 
navigators is the channels. East of
